Dr. Moore has been an aaivc member in all 
spheres of the nursing profession including teaching, 
practice and research. She is presently Professor of 
Nuning at Simmons College. She b s\so a Research 
Consultant to Share Zcdek Medical Center in 
Jerusalem, Israel. 

As a Registered Nurse, Dr. Moore specialized 
in psychiatric nuning.
